mention. During the past year $513 was 
spent on books and in defraying the 
necessary costs of operation, (It might 
be well to mention here that while the 
library is classed as self-sustaining, 
the Alberta Government grants one 
dollar for every dollar raised by the 
library). : 


During 1949 a total of 4,609 books 
were loaned, 2,415 to adults and 2,194 
were to chidren.

A glance over the shelves of the li- 
brary impresses one with a number of 
things. First we note that among the 
books available are many of the newest 
volumes available, then too there are 
a large number of “better” books of 
older vintage. The books are marked 
and segregated into the various class- 
es, there are the books for children, 
the books for boys, the books for girls, 
the required reading for the school 
courses, mysteries suitable for children 
and mysteries suitable for adults, and 
shelves and shelves of fiction. 

These books are all shelved in order, 
and as volumes are returned they must 
be noted on the lending cards and re- 
turned, . 

Then there is the matter of keeping 
the books in repair. A glance indicated 
that many of the books had had to re- 
ceive professional attentions from the 
ladies who volunteer for library serv- 
ice to keep them in good condition,

REVOLT OF THE GUINEA PIGS 


_Eleven days after New Zealand had 
ended the fourteen-year dominance of 
its labor-welfare government, Austra- 
lia went tothe polls with a similar 
purpose and result. : 

_ What was-behind this sudedn re- 
versal of opinion in two countries that 
had gone far enough along the road to 
complete socialism to assess its net 
benefits? An Auckland, New Zealand, 
newspaperman put the whole thing in 
a striking phrase. It was, he said, ‘the 
revolt of the guinea pigs.”,The parti- 
cipants in the great ‘ex ent, the 
human guinee pigs who ‘were the trial 
animals, took a good look at the best 
results yet achieved and decided that 
they preferred freedom to political 
handouts. aii t 

No one argued that the people of 
New Zealand were. not well off. Their 
standard of living was high. But home 
owners and small. businessmen and 
farmers could not understand how 
this entailed state determination of 
how and. on what terms they might 
dispose of their property. There was 
little unemployment and less, want. 
But wage and salary workers were on 
a dead level.,iIn the words of one-re- 
porter: “a ship’s cook often earned 
more than the ship’s captain.” Gen- 
erally good wages took no account of: 
skills or abilities, or the will to ach- 
lieve. So incentive died, and the young 
and eager were leaving for lands where 
they could match their abilities in 
competition with their fellows. For

FARM LABOUR NOW 
AT TURNING POINT 


| Speaking at the Dominion-Provin- 
,clal Agricultural Conference recently 
held at Ottawa, Dr. A.. MacNamara, 
Deputy Minister of Labour, emphasiz- 
‘ed the fact that Canada had reached 
,an important turning point in'the farm 
labour program during 1949, when the 
| supply of farm labour had come into 
better balance with the demand. In 
accordance with the general, tendency 
toward equilibrium, he said that em- 
ployment is now more stabilized than 
formerly an@ that openings for sea- 
sonal workers are fewer. He warned 
that if the farmer wanted paid labour 
in the future; he would have to employ 
men on a less intermittent Basis than 
(in the past. m 

Since the.war, Dr. MacNamara said 
that the total Canadian labour force 
has been increasing by about 100,000 
annually and that in August, 1949, 
the total was approximately 5,400,000, 
Newfoundland contributing 180,000: of 
this total, Selective ifimigration -has 
afded in the maintenance of the sup- 
ply of paid farm labourers, 4,000 agri- 
cultural workers heing admitted a- 
mong the DP’s brought into Canada by 
jthe Dominion and provincial govern- 
ments ang the International Refugee 
Organization. ‘ 

In conclusion, the Deputy Minister 
of Labour suggested that if Canada 
hoped to hold adequate labour on the 
farm, that living conditions generally 
would have to be improved and that 
the government could help by intro- 
ducing stich social security benefits, 
enjoyed by industry, as workmen's 
compensation and unemployment in- 
surance, among agricultural workers.

DECLINES IN U.K. 


the Central Ontario Cheese-makers 
recently, Dr. H. A. Derby, 


~I| Chief, Marketing and Merchandising, 


Dairy Products, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, ‘ga’ an interesting 
address on thé Gheese industry in 
some Buropean countries. Recently re- 
turned from attending the XII Inter- 
national Dairy Congress at Stockholm, 
Sweden, Dr. Derby was Able to give 
first-hand observations of the cheese 
industry in Sweden, Denmark, the 
Netherlands and the Unitea Kingdom. 

Of particular interest to Canadian 
cheesemakers were his comments in 
the potential miarket In the United 
Kingdom for Canadian cheese. The 
farm cheese industry in that country 
has declined to one-quarter of its pre- 
war peak, partly from the drift awey 
from the farms of boys and girls who 
make the produot, and also because of 
the demand for fluia milk for market 
milk purposes. The total cheese pro- 
duction in 1949 is expected ‘to be alout 
656 million pounds, Or about one-half of 
pre-war production, and of which’ not 
more than 10 to 16'per cent wil! be 
farm production.”Cheddar and Cho- 
shire are the only two types manufac- 
tured in any quantity and then only 
during periods when surplus milk is 
available. The domestic production of 
cheese in 1949 is a smull part of the 


estimated requirements of about 408 
million pounds, 
The United Kingdom imported 


slightly more than 852 million pounds 
of cheesé in 1948, compared with 328 
million pounds during 1938. Pre-war 
consumption was nine pounds per per- 
‘son. This rose to 14 pounds during the 
war, and later dropped to 8% pounds 
because of limited supplies. At the pre- 
sent time consumption is around 6% 
pounds on the basis of a ration of two 
ounces weekly per person. 


WORLD of WHEAT 


THE QUESTION OF MIDA WHEAT 


Quite a number of prairie farmers 
are asking about MIDA wheat. Mida 
isan American variety that has done 
well in the Dakotas. Mida is resistant 
to stem rust, moderately résistant to 
leaf rust and root rot, but is suscept- 
Wle to Yoosesmuy. InWesternCanada 
Mida . matures somewhere between 
Thateher and+Marquis; it yields slight 
ly higher than Thatcher in Manitoba, 
and slightly less than .Thatcher in 
Saskatchewan and Aljberta. The var- 
jety has large kernels which are some- 
what different fronittese of Canadian 
varieties. Mida has beén thoroughly 
tested in Canada for four years at a 
number of official stations. Under 
Western Canadian conditions the bak- 
ing strength of Mida is lower than is 
required for Canadian. wheats. Mida 
therefore, is not licensed for growing 
in Canada and cannot; therefore, le- 
gally be sold as seed. 


It is not as well known as it should 
be that a prairie wheat variety must 
be higher in baking strength than is 
necessary for a wheat in the United 
States, for the reason that Canadian. 
wheat exported overseas has to make 
an acceptable loaf when mixed with 
quite inferior quality European wheat, 
a condition which American varieties 
ido not have to meet with to anything 
Vike the same extent. j

ARE CIGARETTES? 


‘The tidal-wave increase in cigar- 
ette smoking in a single © generation, 
stands as one of the most remarkable 
mass changes of human habit in a'l 
history, declares Roger William Riis 
in The Reader's Digest for, January. 
Last year, 400 billion cigarettes were 
éonsumed in the United States and 15. 
billion in Canada. About 800,000 Amer- 
fean non-smokers are joining the smok 
ing ranks annually, 

. The Digest article, one of the series 
of “Reports to Consumers,” appratses 
the effects, harmful and otherwise, of 
this “nationwide cloud of cigarette 
smoke” upon public health, as shown 


iby medical findings to date. 


Two chemicals in cigarette smoke— 
benzo-pyrene and nicotine—are under 
grave suspicion, though. me-t‘cal 
science “has so far not proved a cise” 
against them, Nicotine, in pure form. 
is so violent a poison that the amount 
contained in two cigarettes would kill 
a smoker quickly if injected into. the 
bloodstream. But in smoking, most of 
the nicotine escapes into the air; only 
a slight percentage is absorbed by the 
mouth and lungs.

threat to heavy smokers than is nico- 
tine, according to many physicians. 
Throat irritation, the most common 
charge against smoking, is blamed by 
doctors on incompletely burned tar 
products, of which benzo-pyrene ‘s.the 
chief ingredient, 

Medical opinion differs on smoke- 
induced damage to the lungs..Cancor 
of the lungs has shown a marked in- 
crease in recent years, and some au- 
thorities attribute this higher inci- 
dence to a parallel increase in cigar- 
ette smoking. Qthers do not; The 
American Cancer Society formally 
states that no answer can yet ‘be ac- 
cepted as scientifically valid. 

%% is generally agreed, however, 
that cancér of the mouth, tongue and 
lips is “unduly prevalent among smo- 
kers.” Researchers in Michigan, Ill- 
inois and Pennsylvania have come in- 
dependently to the. conclusion that the 
majority of victims of cancer of the 
tongue are excessive users of tobac- 
co. 


Cigarettes retard hunger, the author 
states, by suppressing stomach-wall 
lecontractions which produce the hun- 
ger sensation. Hence smoking mter 
feres with appetite and thereby with 
good nutrition. A gain in weight is 
commonly experienced by persons who 
have forsworn the smoking habit. 

Heartburn and gastritis may b> 
caused by excessive smoking. The ar- 
ticle gives no evidence that stomach 
ulcers are so caused, but states that 
excess acidity of the stomach, pre 
ducea by smoking, “provides the Kind 
of climate ulcers like.” Ulcer patients 
who smoke have more relapses than 
those who do not. 

On the effect of tobacco on’ preg- 
nancy, doctors have concluded that 
“smoking does naflo pregnant women 
any more harm, or any different 
harm, than it does. anyone else.” Mo- 


thers’ miikk has be@i found to analyze | 


1.4 parts nicotine inkten million, among 
moderate smokers; 4.7.parts among 


j heavy smokers, But no effect on, bab- 


ies has been detected. 
‘ The Reader's Digest article reports 
evidence that smoking impairs ath- 
letic prowess and retards the growth 
and chest development of college-age 
men. Coaches are almost unanimous 
that muscular power is lowered and 
that fatigue begins earlier in smokers. 

Heart disease is more prevalent 
among smokers than non-smokers, 
and smoking. may intensify “existing 
heart disease, Riis states, Smoking 
speeds the pulse by as much as 28 
beats per minute, and raises blood 
pressure “markedly and quiekly.” As 
yet, however, no proof exists that 
emoking causes heart disease or high 
blood pressure. 

Studying the life spans and smok- 
ing’ habits of more than 6000 white 


American males, a physician at Johns | 


Hopkins concluded that 66 percent of 
nori-smokers at the age lf 30 wil! 
reach 60, but that ‘only 61 percent of 
light smokers and a mere 46 percent 
of heavy sqackers wall double their 
age at 30, Other doctorg disagree, hold 
ing that heavy smokers are tempera- 
mentally the kind ‘of people who do 
many things to excess and thus are 
more likely to. die early. 


LAKEHEAD RECALLS 
SILVER MINING ERA 


FORT WILLIAM—The colorful days 
of the early 80s when hundreds of men 
scoured the territory between the 
Manitoba border and the lakehead for 
gold and silver, were recalled by the 
recent sale of silver mining properties 
in that area. 

The properties, about 25 miiles west 
of here, include the old Porcupine, Sil- 
ver Creek and others in the townships 
of Paipoonge, O’Connor and Gillies. 

When the pioneer discoveries were 
made silver was more sought after 
than gold, It was easier to find, sim- 
pler to mine and had a ready market. 


An old map of the area published in, 


1887 shows a large number of s'.ver 
properties ahd it is believed that the 
new impetus to silver mining may 
open up some of the old discoveries, 

Living conditions were primitive at 
the time of the first strikes ang the 
government road linking the mining 
area and the lakehea#d was in poor con 
dition, “ 

The road was later improved and 
many barrels of silver concentrates 
were taken by team to Murillo, sar 
the lakehead, and shippéd to refineries 


‘jin the east. 


Oliver Dounais, noted early prospe.t> 
tor of the district, was responsible for 
the location of many promising dis- 
coveries. Sometimes it was throush 
his friendship with the Indiang that 
he was able to find lodes known only 
to them.

Allowing cream to‘ freeze is un- 
worthy of a good dairyman, saye 9. 
H. McCallum, Alberta's Dairy Com- 
missioner. Frozen cream grades k wer 
and causes financial loss to the pro- 
ducer. It results in poorer quality but- 
ter, It requires extra handling M ‘he 
factory and delays the return of cans 
and cheques. Frozen cream cannbvt be 
sampled or tested with acuracy, and 
it causes excessive loss of fat in the 
buttermilk.

DON’T BUY WEEDS 


If you have to buy seed get it now, 
but make sure of the quality. The best 
seed you can buy is none too good, 
warns A. M. Wilson, Alberta’s Field 
Crops Commissioner, Too many weeds 
are going into the ground the seed 
drill way. If you buy seed in your 
own district, make sure that it is free 
from dangerous weeds. If seed has to 
be bqught outside the district, buy 
only graded seed. Seeq of this qual- 
ity will save you a great deal of effort 
in eradicating weeds in future years. 

Beware of Tartary Buckwheat, 
Hoary Cress, Leafy Spurge and other 
grief producers. A ‘few weeds are 
enough to introduce a whole new pro- 
blem. One or two weed seeds in a 
handful of grain may not look serious 
—-but In one pound of grain there are 
around 60 handfuls. If you follow this 
through on a. bushel basis you will get 
an idea of the problem it presents, 

Build for the future. If from two to 
ten acres of the best land on the farm 
is set aside and sown with registered 
‘seed, ,the seed problem from year to 
‘year will take care of itself. 


FERTILIZER RESULTS 


A rate of 50 pounds per acre of 11-48 
+0 fertilizer for grain crops in many 
parts of Alberta gave more profitable 
increases than a 25 pound or 15 pound: 
rate, according to results of the past 
year’s trials considered at a recent 
meeting of the Alberta Advisory Fer- 
tilizer Committee. The Committee also 
advised that the use of fertilizers on 
both stubble and summerfallow gave 
good results, and that barley and oats 
responded to fertilizers as favourably 
as did wheat. Farm manure, one of the 
best of fertilizers, gave exceptionally 
good returns during the past season, ~ 

‘The Committee had'a word of cau- 
tion about the use of liquid fertilizers, 
They advised that tests to date at the 
Universities of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, have not shown any favourable 
effects from the application of liquid 
fertilizers to grain crops. They also 
pointed out that in the liquid fertili- 
zers, the fertilizing elements (phos- 
phorus, nitrogeh and potash) proved 
to be around 30 times as expensive as 
the standard fertilizers. Those con- 
sidering. purchase of liquid fertilizers 
are urged to keep these facts in pind. 
Further work will be done with Mquid 
fertilizers in 1950 by comparing them 
in field tests*with granular fertilizers 
ang unfertilized plots. ~ ;

The Rocket has become perhaps the 
best-known player in modern N.H.L. 
| play. He is one of the, most valuable 
and highly paid, ang hé could conceiv- 
!ably become the all-time scoring king 
| by. cracking Nels Stewart's mark of 
$23 goals. i 

Richard, up to the start of the 1949- 
50 campaign, had racked up 207 goals. 
This year he's not doing badly either, 
already being over = 
If he succeeds in hitting thé 243-goal 
mark this esason he will be one ahead 
of Harvey Jackson who.now ranks 
fourth in all-time scoring. 

Only three men would be ahead of 
Richard then—Nels Stewart with 323, 
and Howle Morenz and Aurel Joliat, 
both with 270. Now 28 years old, the 
Rocket shoulg still have about four or 
five good seasons left before age starts 
to slow him down. 

This idol of Quebec first, played for 
an organized team called the Paquet- 
tes of the Park Lafontaine Leagué in 
Montreal, where he was born in 1921. 
From ‘there he moved up to junior and 
then' senior amateur hockey in 1941. 

In 1942 he climbed into a Montreal

Misfortune struck then, however, 
and after having scored only five goals 
he rammed into Detroit’s Jack Craw- 
ford and broke an ankle.

Back he came the next year and the 
170-pounder stepped into a spot along- 
side Toe Blake and Elmer Lach. Here 
he made good and here the speed and 
sparkle that made him known through 
out the hockey world came out. The 
line became the most potent in the 
league and soon was tabbed the Punch 
Line. 

That year the Rocket rammed in 82 
goals and won fame by earning 17 
points in the playoffs alone. 

The following year—in 1944-45—he 
made hockey history by setting a goal- 
scoring record when he blinked the 
red light 50 times. These points, added 
to the 28 assists he earned, gave him 
the remarkable total of 73 points for 
the single season. His teammate, 
Elmer Lach, led him with 80 points, 
but in contrast 64-of these were on 
assists and only 26 on goals 

The modest Richard has-had his 
ups and downs in the years since then 
but he’s always managed to be. near 
the top, steadily adding to his fame 
and record. As ap estimate of his 
value, Conn Smythe, general manager 
of the Stanley Cup champion Toronto 
Maple Leafs, once was reported to 
have offered the Canadians $1vv,900 
and: some players for his contract. 

Richard, a hard-driving player who 
can, both take and dish out the heavy 
stuff, isan extremely powerful skater. 
His speed on those slanting drives of 
his against the nets and his ability to 
drive the puck from any angle are his 
greatest assets.

Question Box 


Question—Two of my children have 
gone to live with my sister. I told her 
I would send their Family Allowance 
to her each month but she said for me 
to keep it because she thinks I. need it 
more than shé does. Is this alright? 

HOUSEWIFE 


Answer—No - one of the require- 
ments of the Family Allowance Act is 
that the parent, In order to be elig- 
ible to receive allowances must be 
maintaining and have the custody of 
the child. concerned. It would appear 
therefore that your sister is the eli- 
gible payee and she should apply for 
Family Allowances for your two 
children. Registration forms may be 
obtained in any Post Office. 

Question—A book salesman told me 
I should buy a set of children's books 
with my Family Allowance ‘by paying 
my cheques.on the books each month. 
He said that the allowance had to be 
spent.for the children’s education. Is 
thia correct? 


P PUZZLED 
Answer—Family Allowances may 
be spent by the parents in any way 
which they consider will be for the 
child's benefit. The Family Allowance 
Act provides that the allowances must 
be expended exclusively towards the 
maintenance, care, training, education 
and advancement of the child, and the 
manner in which it is spent is left en- 
tirely to the discretion of the parent 
concerned, but not necessarily on one 
specific type of expenditure. 
Question—My boy of 18 says that 
some of his friends are given their 
Family Allowance to spend as they 
please. He badgers me about it and 
says that this is what I am supposed 
to do—but I feel the allowance is 
needed to provide extra clothing and 
food for him. Is my boy right? 
DISTRESSED MOTHER 
Answer—No - it is not condidered 
that a boy of.thirteen has had suffi- 
cient experience in handling money to 
expend the money himself wisely. It 
is quite permissible however, to give 
the child a,weekly or monthly allow- 
ance out of the Family Allowance pay- 
ments but it is felt that the parents: 
should supervise. the expenditure of 
allowances themselves so that the 
child receives the maximum - benefits.

CULLING THE DAIRY HERD 

One of the first steps in successful 
dairy production is to know which 
cows to keep and which to sell. Weed- 
ing out the low producers. can be put 
‘on a proper basis, by having each cow's 
milk weigheg and tested at regular 
intervals. Any herd owner in the Pro- 
,Vinee.can arrange regular weighing 
and testing under the Herd Testing 
plan of the Alberta Department of
